Governor McLeod of South 
Car­ 
olina, permanent chairman, suggest­ 
ed that the resolution, having no fa­ 
vorable report, be carried over until 
the next conference of governors. 
Governor Trinkle of Virginia, 
then 
offered a substitute resolution, pro 
viding that the Muscle Shoals com­ 
mission should be asked to give the 
matter of fertiliser manufacture its 
serious consideration. 
Governor Peay promptly moved to 
table the substitute motion but his 
resolution failed of passage and the 
* substitute motion was adopted. 
Earlier in tjhe conference, individ­ 
ual .expression from the members in­ 
dicated division of sentiment as to 
the final disposition of the proper­ 
ty.
